REPORT: 

It will be rrcollected tliat ibis Assom- 
tlon originated last year, shortly aher the 
weneral election, whereat the Biitish ami 
Irish electors of the Uirper '1 own, Lower 
Town,!<c County of Quehec.were.under l-ulw 
lie appeals to il>e national prejuilwies o 
Urn imdoiitvofihe electors of iueneh 0>f 
ght, accompanied by much oxcitemet.t ami 
threats of popular violence, both at the l.us- 
lings and in the. streets and public places, 
deprived of iliat share in the lepreseiiVatton 
which they haifforureiiy ctijoyed. 

The object of the association was, to 
enable the members more cfteclually to 
concert and employ constitutional mentis 
for the remedy of abuses resulting hotti 
the political state of the Piovince, as sci. 
forth in its declaration, and particularly to 
obtain for persons of British and Insh 
origin, and others latinuring under the same 
privation of common rights, a fan ain 
sonahle propm tion of the repiesentalion in 
the Provincial Assembly,’ together with 

such other reforms as are requires,

Immediately after the date of the report 
of the 19ih March, the committee was 
chiefly enirnged in preparations for forward-* 
inir tl»e petitions to the King, the House 
of Lords, and the House of Commons of 
the United Kingdom, hy the agent appoint¬ 
ed at the genmal meeting of the IJih 
March.—(For Petition see Gazette ot 4ih 
Feby. l835.).^They not only had to coN 
lect petitions from distant parts of the coun- 
Iry, retarded hy the breaking 
winter roads, hut had to provide f^um 1b for 
tlie expenses, and also a great miilupbcity 
of written documents and provincial publi¬ 
cations, in support of the allegations of 
the Petitioner's, all of wbic i wme for- 
waided by the agent, on the third of 

Vhe agent arrived in London on the 

tenth of May_He corresponded regularly 

.with the Secretary, advising him ofhispro> 
eresa and proceedinga; and his letters of 
Ll5ih ^ril,8th, 14th, t>2d, and SOth 
May, I4th, 19tli and 29th June, and btn 
and 11th July, are in possession of the Se* 
cretary, and may he referred to.™At t le 
desire of the committee, Mr, Neilson has, 
in addition, drawn up a report of ius Mis.- 
^ion, wliicli is hereunto annexed* ^ ^ ^ 

During the pendency of the petition in 
Eiwland,° the executive committee did not 
think it advij^able to take any further steps 
in relation to tlio petitions forwarded,— 
which, indeed, embraced the principal ob¬ 
jects of I he associalioji,—liH it finally 
known wlieilier the commissionera to en¬ 
quire into the matters complained of in the 
province, were or were iu»t to come out to 
Canada....They confined themselves chiefly 
to tfie acknowledgment of the agent’s let¬ 
ters, and transmitting the addiiional signa¬ 
tures, which had been detained by thu uil> 
favorable stale of the commiinications at an 
earlier period.—These were despatched on 
the 9th May* 

Tlie executive committee could not but 
regret that the Petitioners for whom they 
I ba've the honor to act, were not formally 
' heard, hy their agent in England, \yu% a 
vie V to the final settlement of the affairs eft 
the piovince, hy the kuihoriiy ofUie niUlM. 
govefiiient aiid Parliament, which iiad 
been repeatedlv appealed to tor iliat pur¬ 
pose, since 1853, hy those of whom the 
petionurs have just leasou lo romplat", ami 
troll) whose acts they are sutt'eriiig in their 
property ami rights. I hey regret panicu- 
laiiy, tfint, (liscoiiuecteil as they are with 
tlie local aullioriiies, and umepresented in 
the provincial parliament, their adversaries 
and oiipressors should have been heard and 
permitted to produce evidence hetore a 
conuniilee of the House of Commons, 
while the petitioners have been prevented 
from .substantiating tbe allegations ot tliei.r 
peiilion before any authority competent to 
Live relief and redress the wr.oiig.s which 
They suffer; and this, while the pecuniary 
means derived from tbeir properly and in- 
rlustry were pleilged, and iiave been applied 
to suppoit tbe preteiisioiM of their adversa¬ 
ries in Englami, as well betore ibe King 
and parliament as tlirougli the public prints, 
while tlie personal sacritices of the money , 
and time of the petitioners, in support of 
their undoubted rigliTs as Briusli sub-1 
jeets, are iix some measure rendered una-

The executive committee, however, lost 
no time after the return of the agent, on 
the 2ctb September last, in taking into con¬ 
sideration the propriety of otieuiig lo sup.- 
poit the petitions coiitided to lliem betore 
the comniissioners, who had ariived here 

on the 2dd August. On the krd October 
a sub-committee was appointed to report 
on ibis subject, and on the Vtb tlie Secre¬ 
tary addressed the following letter, by order 
of the committee, lo Hie aecreiary «l the 
royal commission;—

men the making of a constitution 
must certainly possess very little prudence 
or foresight. By a great deal of factious 
intrigue, they had certainly, he was sorry to 
Bay succeeded in intimidating men who had 
apparently no great confidence in the prin 
ciples of the British Constitution ; hut 
what benefits had the faction conferred on 
this country ? 1 hey say that the people 

tnasse are in their favor; but he would 
ask how they are borne out in that asser¬ 
tion by facts? Go and ask the people if 
they would like the “ bon vieux temps de 
VIntendanC to come again and ask if they 
are not well under the British Govern 
ment. It would then be seen whether the 
people en masse were dissatisfied with the 
British Government as the piesent domi¬ 
nant party would havo it heleived. He 
Was sorry to say tliat the British had given 
filrength to that party by giving way to 
national prejudices, which were the means 
used by the other party and ought not to 
be employed by the Constitutional Associ¬ 
ation. He hoped that they wauld not be¬ 
lieve that the Canadian people were ill 
disposed towards the British Government 
or people. If you go into the country 
parts and ask the people if they have been 
signing petitons lately you will get for an¬ 
swer ‘ les jc'unes gens de la maison en oni 
sig7id (loud cheers and laughter.) Ask 
them then what they signed those petitions 
for, and they would answer < cest pour fio^ 
ire bien (laughter,) and others would say 
they were for schools (continued laughter.) 
These were facts which had occurred, and 
it was a pity that the people of England 
were not aware of them, for they would 
know what depeadence to place on that 
enlightened politician—he was gning to say 
pounds, shillings, and pence politician— 
John Arthur Roebuck {loud laughter and 
cheers.) That enlightened statesman writes 
out to this Province that the Legislative 
Council ought to be extirpated and char¬ 
acterizes it as a wretched imitation of a 
baneful mischievous institution/ Was it 
not too had that a man who could thus 
speak treason and excite others to treason¬ 
able practices, £1100 yearly from the 
people of this Province as advocate of the 
House of Asssemhly ? and that, too, uncon¬ 
stitutionally I He was told that it was not 
contrary to the principles of the British 
Constitution that a Colony should he rep¬ 
resented in the House of Commons, but 
he would say that if a member of the House 
of Commons has a right to let his opin¬ 
ions and services as an agent for a colony, 
the least ho could do was whenever the 
affairs of that colony were brought forward, 
was to withdraw from the house and go to 
the bar of the house as the advocate that 
colony, and not sit as judge in a case which 
he was employed to argue. A man can¬ 
not fulfil the duties of judge and advocate 
at the same lime. (Cheers.) This was 
au infringement of the rights and liberties 
of the people of this province. The Brit¬ 
ish government would find eventually, that 
by encouraging the clamour of Mr. Roe¬ 
buck and the party in this province, they 
were establishing a principle which would 
ruin aJJ British interests in this province, 
and at last drive the whole powder of Eng¬ 
land from the North American Continent. 
The loss of British interests in this province 
Would also cause the loss of the best in ¬ 
terests of the Canadians also. It was from 
this conviction that he had subscribed to 
the articles of the association. All nation 
al or religious principles ought to be set 
aside andjthe question received without ref¬ 
erence to the birthplace of one tiian over 
another. He regretr-ed that such distinc¬ 
tions had been raised, and that they had 
been made a handle of by the other party, 
who said to the people, ‘ A^iglciis sont 
contre nous et il faut gue les Canudiens se 
tiennenl ensemble contre les Anglais,^ He 
hoped, however, that when the proceedings 
of the constitutional association were atten¬ 
tively looked intOj .that it would be set^n 
tliat it was not as it had been styled, a 
Society of Orangemen. It would be seen 
that its members were not ashamed of be¬ 
ing called shopkeepers, and it would be 
seen that they were doing what it would 
he well for those opposed to them to fol¬ 
low—advocating order and good govern- 
snent. Mr. D. concluded by saying, that 
he hoped they would not cavil about words. 

He i€.o.uld seo’ nothing in the motion more 
than for the committee to submit resolutions 
to another meeting, which might be adop¬ 
ted or rejectee!. 

The resolution was then amended by 
striking out a word or two. 

jVjr. T. C. Aylwin said that he must 
etill oppos»> the resolution, notwithstanding 
the amendment. Let it he remembered 
with all possible deference to the Execu 
tive committee, that they were the dele¬ 
gates of the association, and was it not 
preposterous that a committee who repre¬ 
sented the association hut partially, should 
ho called upon collecuVely to draw up res¬ 
olutions,when it wouid be the duty ot eve- 
member of the association to come for- 
w;aid slate his views, Tbti jresolutious 


committee their resolutions would perhaps 
he adopted as a matter of course, and be¬ 
sides this, they would tend to repress that 
enquiry which every member ought to make. 
Let it he remembered that their rights 
and liberties were at stake, and was it fiu 
ling that they should entrust those rights 
and liberties to a committee whose powers 
were alioiit to expire ? They should en¬ 
trust tfiose rights and liberties to themselves 
and each of them should, in the solitude of 
his closet, mature his plan and consider 
what was required to he done at the present 
juncture. A friend [Mr. Duval] had stat¬ 
ed at considerable length the rights which 
we possess as British subjects, and that an 
invasion of those rights had been made. 

I hat we all knew, but it was not sufficient 
to know what the evil was^it was neces¬ 
sary to find out a remedy. Where was 
that remedy to be found ? According to 
the constitution it was in parliament, hut it 
was of no us^ for us to apply there. If we 
looked at the house of assemrahly it most 
surely was not there, as we were quite 
misrepresented, and it was principally from 
the acts of that body that our complants a- 
rose. If we looked at the legislative coun- 
cil, we sfrould also find that we are misrep¬ 
resented there. Look at the governor and 
commission—we do not know what they 
are about. Then there was the executive 
council, if we looked in the almanack we 
should find the names of a few o-Jd gentle¬ 
men composing that body, hut we should 
not he able to discover that they had ever 
done any thing. To neither of those bo¬ 
dies therefore was it of any use to apply for 
a remedy, and an agent had been sent to 
England, who met with very little success, 
and was sent away from there with the 
promise of a commission being sent out to 
Canada. I liat commission had arrived 
here, and consisted of a very resoectable 
Irish nobleman, a half-pay captain of en¬ 
gineers [laughter] and a person who has 
been a judge in the East Indies. This com¬ 
mission could not do us any good ; what 
were its powers and attributes ? No one 
knew, and therefore it was useless to hope 
for a remedy in that quarter. He thought 
that there was a remedy to be obtained, and 
that in the constitutional association itself. 

It was not, however, by holding 6 or 7 
meetings in a year, by lengthy parchments 
and voluminoiis reports that tlie remedy 
was to be obtained. Jt was by acting that 
we would obtain a remedy for our wrongs. 
What were the docUiires laid down from 
the chair of the house of assembly. The 
speaker of the assembly had stated in Uiat 
house, what he dared not in a public meet 
ing; for if he did, the law which is above 
him would have declared his life forfeited. 
That man had <leclared that the object of 
the House of Assembly was to prepare 
the way for democratic institutions in Lo- 
WPi- Canada. Were they to Mlip.. 

port democratic institutions? Was lan¬ 
guage such as that to bo tolerated in a 
British province ? The man who made use 
of such language was an intruder in the 
House, and a violator of the rights of the 
citizens of the West Ward of Montreal, 
which he so faithfully misrepresents (cheers.) 

And yet the clamour of tliis man and his 
followers was listened to by the British 
government, and the dutiful representations 
of British subjects thrown under the table 
of tlie House of commons. To whom 
then were lliey to look for protection ? 
Where was the pledge or guarautee which 
was to secure to them that that democrat¬ 
ic principle which was advocated by the 
first commoner of the country as ‘ a con- 
sunimation <levoutly to he wished’ should 
not be carried into effect ? He (Mr. A.) 
declared that they had the elements of resis¬ 
tance to wrong in them and they would 
belie their character if they did not resist 
all wrongful acts. Let it be remembered 
that tlie tribunal to which their petitions 
were sent, was across the Atlantic and 
unfortunately their claims had been disre^ 
garded and set aside by a set of men of the 
stamp of Hume, Roebuck and the infams 
ous Spring Rice. This last liad lately sent 
out despatches to this province^ in which 
the name of a Briiori was held up as a 
disgrace. If men like these were to hold 
their influence, it was of no use for the 
constitutional association to assemble only 
—they ought to act. He would say that 
Mr. Papineau was right in saying that a 
democracy washetter suited to this country 
than any other form of government. A 
ilcmoorqcy vvould he much belter than the 
existing state of affairs, pruvttied there was 
gometliing English about it. It was high 
time for the association to do something. 
Hitherto they had assembled on an evg. 
hut they had broken up without doing any¬ 
thing. The plan which he considered the 
most advisable to adopt was, that a certain 
number of them should assemble in some 
place where their private duties would 
not interfere with those of a public nature. 

Let them remain apart from the w-orld for 
a short time and devote their whole time 
and attention to devising some means by 
wliicli the rights and liberties of British 
subjects in this province might he secured. 

If tliey fell in the attempt they would fall 
in the noblest of causes, hut he had yet 
to learn that Englishmen had ever fallen in 
fighting for their liberties ; if they fell here, 
Lower Canada would he an exception to 
the rest of the world, (cheers.) He would 
wish to have the resolution then before 
amended to the effect that all the constitu¬ 
tional associations throughout the province 
should send delegates—men of standing in 
society and possessed of the greatest talents 
—let a certain number be sent from each 


ular place there to deliberate upon the most 
important of objects—the preservation of 
our rights and liberties—and after mature 
deliberation let them return with a manual 
of their labours in their hands, and with 
that production our liberties would either 
stand or fall. Mr. A. concluded by saying, 
that if other ineinbers of the association had 
something better to propose, let them come 
forward with their propositions, and he 
vvould most heartily subscribe to any one 
which might seem lobe the most conducive 
to the attainment of the comrnon object. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Ed. Montizambert said, that con¬ 
curring as he did with much of what had 
fallen from the last speaker, he could not 
but think that that gentleman had been 
somewhat premature in supposing that the 
resolutions to be prepared by the commit¬ 
tee vvould be at variance with the opinions 
of the meeting to which they would be 
reported. He (Mr^ M.) thought that it 
was the usual custom whenever a meeting 
was convened to name a committee for the 
purpose of drafting resolutions to be re¬ 
ported to another general meeting, with 
an understanding of course that if any per¬ 
son has any amendments they also will he 
proposed, and the sense of the meeting 
taken thereon. This was the most proper 
course, for if every individual were to bring

ritory had risen upon a violation of their 
right of property, and he would say tfiat 
they were right in resisting such violation 
of the right of property—.witliout that right 
we could have no security.

He was 
sure that no one would wish, knowing the 
talents of the gentleman, (Mr. Aylwin,) 
t:hat his batch of resolutions shonld remain 
in his pocket wtill-horn, and surely that 
gentleman oufht to be contented to pro¬ 
pose his fcsolutions in the shape of amend¬ 
ments to those of the committee. Tliey 
all owed a debt of gratitude to the execu¬ 
tive committee, and it vvould ho a slight 
towards that committee if another were 
appointed to draw up the resolutions ; they 
wouid not L>^ hound or pledged to adopt 
tJjo resolutions propoaed by the committee, 
and he did not consider that they were 
incurring any risk by adopting the course 
proposed in tlie resolution then under dis¬ 
cussion. 

Mr. John Neilson said that, as a mem¬ 
ber of tlie executive committee, he wmdd 
certainly he vwy glad if it was not char¬ 
ged with the labor, as proposed in the reso¬ 
lution. However, if it was the pleasure 
of the meeting to refer the matter to that 
committee, he for one would do his best 
to forward the views of the meeting. The 
present meeting had been called for tlie 
purpose of taking into consideration the 
state of public affaire, in regard to those 
matters complained of in their peUtions to 
the King and the two Houses of the Im- 
perial Parliament. He believed that every 
member of the meeting was aware of the 
nature of those complaints, and how heavi¬ 
ly the eviln upon which they were founded 

O.™ o portiAr, nf tlia population of 

this province. He was happy to see so 
large a number assembled that evening, for 
it was en indicatioo that tliey were deter- 
mined to defend their rights; hut in order 
to do which they must neither suffer them¬ 
selves to be carried away by anger or de 
pressed by apprehension. They stood there 
as British suhjeas, a small number if they 
would,—for tlie whole population of this 
province was but as a drop in the ocean 
compared with the British Empire,...but 
still they were entitled to the rights ot Bri¬ 
tish Subjects, and those rights tliey must 
and would have, with the blessing of God, 
(loud cheering.) But if they did not ma¬ 
ture their measures with calmness they 
would not oventualiy be ‘carried into exe¬ 
cution ; and as numerous and respectable 
a body as they were, they would break up 
into small parties and would have no weight 
or power. It was necessary that the smal 
ler a party was, the more it should he uni-

- - not sound 

like those of the majority of the people of 
this province—that our fathers and mothcMs 
committed the enormous crime of letting us 
come into the world in another portion of 
the globe, and this is set down as a griev¬ 
ous sin for which we were to suffer. We 
were no longer to have our rights, hut 
were to be oppressed by a majority of an¬ 
other caste just like the blacks in the ad¬ 
joining land of liberty. This was a state 
which he hoped we would never be re¬ 
duced^ to, but it was necessary that we 
shouki fortify ourselves against such an e- 
mergeney, by being sure that we are in 
the right, for witliout that wo could not 
succeed. When we are in the right we 
can shew that we are determined to sup¬ 
port that right, and the battle is not al¬ 
ways to the strong, nor the race to the 
swift. Might and right often clashed tov 
gether, but right obtained the 
the end. It had

ted..«Mi.t should he more deliberate in its 


measures and the more determined to sup 
port them when once adopted, (cheers.) 
The association must never depart from 
their declaration nor from the petitions 
which they were then assembled to sup¬ 
port, (cheers). If they did that, they 
would fall into contradiction with thera^ 
selves, and would leave room for doubts to 
he entertained of their sincerity and deter¬ 
mination to maintain their fidelity to the 
Crown and connection with the parent 
state. Was it to be supposed that, be¬ 
cause under peculiar circurastanees the 
British Government seemed to despise du¬ 
tiful repreaentations, while they encourage 
representations wemnot dutiful, hut 

insolent...was it to be supposed that such 
a state of things could last? Could they 
suppose that the people of England would 
sacrifice the rights of their fellow subjects 
in this province ? It was wanting in that 
confidence in the British Government, a 
nation wiiicli we ought to entertain until 
it was clearly demonstrated that it was in** 
tended to oppress us; but when that was 
clear, had we not inherent rights which we 
could exercise, and with those rights on 
this continent we had nothing to fear. 
Tlie rights of British subjects were known 
to them all; the right of property, liberty 
of person and freedom of opinion, these 
were preeminent rights of British subjects. 
One of these had been attacked in this 
province, namely, the right of property— 
and there was no authority in the province, 
not even the British Kifi^ and his Ministers, 
who had a right to lake xiway any part of 
our property unless duly authorized by law. 
This was no new matter—it had been es¬ 
tablished throughouit the two hemispheres 
with the blood of’ Englishmen. One King 
who invadeff that right lost his head, and 
another was forced to abdicate liis crown. 
The whole population of the adjoining ter- 


mastery in 
overcome migJit in our 
own countries. What .lid the people of 
England do when the right of property was 
invaded by Charles Ist? Tliey resisted 
and conq uered, and they were right. Wliat 
did the Scotch do in the time of Charles 

2 d? They also resisted the invaln ff 

their rights. What were the people of 
Ireland doing at the present day? They 
were resisting an unjust tax—it was un¬ 
just to make them pay to support a reli¬ 
gion which they did not profess. They 
were right in resisting—not by violence 
but that resistance founded on right which 
steadily nursed, invariably attains its object. 
What did the men of America do ? They 
resisted the violation of the right of pro- 
perty secured to them by the Great Char¬ 
ter and Laws which placed the King on 
the tlirone. Should it he said that British 
subjects in this province were to iiave their 
property taken from them without the sanc¬ 
tion of law ? The case was very plain, 
and one which every man of common un¬ 
derstanding must perfectly see into. It 
was thi8.^money was raised from us for 
the public uses of the province, and de-« 
posited under the charge of the Governor. 
The Governor or the House of Assemhly 
take possession of this money or both take 
possession and divide the spoils between 
them, without any law authorizing them so 
to do. These things were all to he con¬ 
sidered, and set forth in such a way as to 
admit no longer of any doubt as to our de¬ 
termination. We were, in the first place, 
to appeal xo the British Government,—next 
to our fellow subjects on the other side of 
the water; and if all this failed, we had 
slill the Almighty and ourselves, [loud 
cheers], ^ Ho had no objection that anoth¬ 
er committee should be appointed to draw 
up the Resolutions, or any other measure 
adopted, which would be likely to be pro¬ 
ductive of the desired effect. The plan of 
every man bringing forward Resolutions of 
his own was quite impracticable, and could 
not be executed. He remembered 
once in the Legislative 


the matter referred to the 
executive committee, in whom certainly 
ffiey ought to have the fullest confidence-! 
he was sure that every thing imposed on 
them would he done to the utmost of their 
The allowing each member to 
make propositions of liis own, presented 
another difficulty—every one had his own 
views of the question and was not aware of 
those of others, so that the different res- 
olutions would not agree. The executive 
committee, no doubt, represented all the 
different shades of opinions, and would 
thus have the benefit of hearing those dif^ 
fereiit. Hie resolutions would he printed 
an(l distributed to the members of the As¬ 
sociation and full time given for their con¬ 
sideration. He was inclined to think that 
the resolutions, when produced, would meet 
the views of the Association generally, hut 
ff any person happened to differ with 
them, he would, of course, he free to come 
forward with amendments.

certainly was not the most efficient body 
in the world,—a circumstance occurred il¬ 
lustrative of the system of every man bring¬ 
ing forward Resolutions. The Legislative 
Council took it into its head to take into 
consideration the affairs tff the province, 
and every member brought forward a series 
of Resolutions of his own concocting—he 
believed that two or three quires of'paper 
were filled up. All these resolutions were 


referred to a committee to bring them into 
shape; it remained in session for two or 
three weeks, and then produced a thing 
which could not be read, [loud laughter]. 
Mr. Neilson concluded by observing that 
they ought to have something deliberately 
prepared to bring forward before the pub¬ 
lic. ^ ^ 

Mr. r. Lloyd said the resolution which 
liad been offered had elicited the opinions 
of several of the members, and those of the 
remainder were tolerably well known. Af¬ 
ter what they had heard, they must he 
convinced that every one could not bring 
forward resolutions which could in a sea¬ 
sonable time ho put into a proper shape. 
Besides this, the resolutions to he prepared 
by the committee were limited to the mat¬ 
ters contained in the Declaration of the 
Association, and therefore the resolutions 
of Mr. Aylwin could not he submitted. 
They might, however, on some future oc¬ 
casion, be submitted to a meeting of the 
Association. 

Some disxmssion and conversation ensued 
between Messrs^ Aylwin, Duval, P. Shep¬ 
pard, anff J. Neilson, respecting the time 
at which the resolutions were to he sub- 
rnitted. It was finally agreed that tliey 
should he printed and distributed three 
days before their being submitted for adop¬ 
tion. * 

Mr. E. Glackemeyer then rose and said 
that if be understood the question, the 
Executive committee were to be required 
to prepare a series of resolutions to he suh- 
mitled to fi general meeting for adoption 
or lejection, and to this proposition an a- 
mendment had been offered to the effect 
that each member of the association should 
draw up a string of resolutions. If such 
a plan were adopted, it u^ould he found 
that the object of the association could not 
he obtained. There would he a great ma-

Siiv The politics of the province are really 
a puizle.to me in many respects, and perhaps they 
are equally su to wiser heads than mine. That 
a state of things now exists in this country, con* 
taining matters of most serious import, no man 
will deny, but how and when or in what it wilt 
eventuate, time alone will dcvelope. 

Ill some of my former communications to yoit 
it was stated that every well regulated govern^ 
ment contains within itself the power of self-prt.^ 
servation. This power is found to consist in iha 
•eciprocal checks which each branch has over the 
other. This check is now a thing that was, bufc 
IS not, in the government of this province. A. 
certain man threw it over board. 

The right of originating money Bill# has al^ 
ways been in the representatives of the people iu 
lailiament j hut the right of commanding monev 
lor indeGnite purposes merely by vote, without 
tlie assent of the three branches was never recog¬ 
nized till I.ord Gosford, at the opening of the 
present session ‘ cheerfully* ofTered^to sanction (he 
illegal demand. Since that unfortunate concession, 
British subjects, who wish to remain loyal, and 
in dependance on the Crown of England, may 
console themselves with the reflection, If they can^ 
that though they may sow, anotiier will reap ; 
that though their capital and their iudustry may 
produce a revenue, others will divide the spoil. 
An awful responsibility rests on that ill-advised 
measure. It has raised up a power that will spit 
its venom in the face of the English Lion. It 
has put the people of thi« province, both constitu¬ 
tionalists and radicals, in a state of abject slavery, 
completely under the foot of a haughty gothic 
despot. In this state of degradation the radicals 
themselves are placed as well as the loyal subjects 
of the King, Mr. Papiueau’s language is plain 
and unambiguous. He and hi« friends, in the 
House of Assembly, assert an uncontrollable right 
to all the public revenue of the province, whether 
by Bill or by vote. Iheir rights to such agents 
and witnesses to be employed in England, or else¬ 
where) for such puj’jioses as they may have occa¬ 
sion, and funds to pay them, by virtue of their 
sole vote, without regard to the consent of the 
other branches of tlic Legislature, is asserted as 
indisputable, in the reply which was made to Mr, 
Gugy’s speech on the agency Bill. But here it 
will not end. The bold assumption of the rights 
of the people, already asserted, carries on its front, 
the further claim, when necessary, that of supply¬ 
ing their wants by laying direct taxes, should the 
revenue as now levied on goods and merchandise, 
prove insutUcieut. They are responsible only at 
the hustings, they tell you, which is the same, 
as to tell you, that the people shall not remonstrate, 
till the end of four years, if they were even to 
take away your bed and your plough.

Provincial politics, _A very numer¬ 

ous and influential meeting of the signers 
of petitions to Parliament against the pre¬ 
tensions of the Assembly, met on Saturday 
evening at Mr. Payne’s Albion Hotel. 
The zeal which they manifested, and the 
grounds on which they resist the oppressions 
of the ‘ French origin* party._now sanc¬ 

tioned by Lord Gosford, the English 
Governor, acting without a responsible Ex¬ 
ecutive Council, and contrary to the in¬ 
structions given to all former Governors,.,, 
are of such a character, that their cause 
must triumph, or the British subjects of 
this province he basely enslaved, in free! 
North America, without another instance 
on record, where they have been tyrranized ! 
over and submitted. The question redu- I 
ces itself to this plain one. 


The Report of the meeting of the Quebec 
Constitutional Association, has necessarily 
taken up a great portion of our paper of 
to-day. We solicit every one to give it 
an attentive perusal 

We have also received the annual report 
of the Montreal C. A. The meeting was 
attended hy about 2000 constitutional 
ists. 

The associations have now taken their 
stand, but not too soon. We have endured 
patiently, but the point of endurance has 
passed. Action, not of our own seeking, 
has been forced upon us and there can now 
be no flindiing. There ought to be none. 
The endeavours of the perjured traitor 
Papineau have been wholly bent to bring 
British rule, in this colony, into contempt, 
and the government has for some tinm been 
paralysed. A ‘ chterfuV governor has not 
only not made endeavours to counteract the 
treasonable schemes of the anarchists, but 
has actually streiigihened their hands. The 
assembly lias, since the opening of the ses 
sion, received, for its own use, aiul the pri¬ 
vate use of its members, the total amount 
ofabout One hundred & sixty thous¬ 
and dollars, of which Eighty thousand 
were obtained as contingency. Pretty dear 
laws, when every sentence of an act, may 
cost about one thousand dollars I 

The government, in the mean time, has 
not received a copper. The members of 
Assembly are, therefore, enabled to pay 
up the debts of the newspaper establish- 
ments, now in their pay, and to tiavel 
over the country, the next summer, like a 
moral pestilence, exciting the people to 
sedition. 

The House of Assembly has thrown out 
all the petitions for rail roads, through the 
Townships, except the one, through the 
wilderness, from Quebec to Maine.

WOOL GROWING. 

It IS evident that our farmers must turn 
their attention to some other staple product 
than any which they now depend upon, 
before they can enjoy that degree of pros- 
periiy to which their soil and climate, and 
their industry entitle them to hope for. 

That product we believe is WOOL. 

With a soil and climate peculiarly adapt¬ 
ed to the growth of wool, there is not at 
present, probably a fourth part sufficient 
wool produced in the province for home 
consumption. Instead of this being the 
axs?, millions of pounds, we are persuaded 
might be grown in the Eastern lowiislups 
for exportation, and a handsome jirofit he 
realized from the business, and without di¬ 
minishing, in any sensible degree, the other 
products of the country. . „ , , 

The amount of wool grown lu England 
annually, for some years past is estimated 
at onehundreil and forty millions of pounds, 
which connected with lier manufactures, has 
added immensely to her wealth and pow¬ 
er. If then the farmers of England, the 
annual rent of whose farms would more 
tlien purchase the fee simple of a farm here, 
land with a soil and climate no better, if 
•even equal toouri, for the growth of vvool,- 
iffritl it a jwofitable business, why may not 
our farmer# become independent, and even 
wealthy by ibis branch of business? That 
our climate and soil is peculiarly adapted 
to the produclion of the flnest of wool, may 
he. abundantly proved On this subject 
we beg to introduce-the following extract 
from Siliman’s Journal, a scientific work, 
which deservedly ranks as high as any in 

America. He says:— , , . i i 

‘ From their elevation and latitude, the 
grazing lands situated in the Nortliein pait 
of New England, are best adapted lor sheep. 
The great consumption of fodder, incident 
to long winters, so objectionable to the 
raising of cattle is more than compensated 
to the merino sheep proprietor, by an im¬ 
provement in the quantity and quality of 
wool, which is much affected by climate, 
intropicai climates sheep are dressed with 
hair,—in more temperate, the wool is gen¬ 
erally short and coarse, hut longer and fi¬ 
ner in cold regions. In Spain 2 and a half 
pounds of \Yool the average product of 
their merinoes, and of quality inferior to 
our8..^in the mW\h states, and Valley of 
the Hudson, the same; on the edevated 
ground in the Western part of Connecticut 
and Massachusetts-three, and in some 
parts four pounds. In the Southern and 
middle parts of Vermont, from four to 
four and a half. In Maine the average is 
five, and in a few choice flocks six pounds 
the sheep. JJie best merino wool of Eu-. 
rope is from the bleak mouuntains of Sax¬ 
ony. The quantity and quality of wool is 
also considerably affected by the food, man^ 
agement and selection of flocks. As na¬ 
ture bountifully provides dress for all am 
mals according'to their wants, furs are found 
to be good, and the staple long in propor¬ 
tion to the climate. The Northern parts of 
the United States and Canada, in addition 
to climate, have lor the raising of wool an 
impoitant advantage over England, and the 
South of Europe, in the cheapness of soil 
—much land being necessary for the sup¬ 
port of sheep/ 

The farmers of New England have an 
advantage over them in the cheapness of 
land. 

Let us see liowevever, if wool cannot be 
profitably grown for exportation. The price 
of wool, in England, at the present time 
varies from to 90 cents per pound, aC’ 
cording to quality, the low priced being the 
interior Auitralian wool and the high pnt?'- 
ed the fine Saxony or German wool. ll»e 
average price, ilierefore, for middling wool, 
the kind for which there is gennerally the 
I'-reaiest demand, may be set down^ at fifty" 
seven cents. The cost of exportation, from 
here, would reduce it, say to oO cents pei 
pound. Now suppose a farmer to purchase 
a flock of 10 3 sheep for 500 dollars, the 
interest on which would be 30 dollars, but 
say 40 /ollais. The increase of the flock, 
if pro -T.'y managed, would pay the cost 
of ke- ng. The fleece may he fairly es- 
itimav-'. at Sib-, per bead, which, at 50 
I cents per pound is ‘^15 J ; and deducting 
U 5 , the interest on the first cost, leaves 
1110dollars,clear profit on a flock of 1 bund 
red sheep. What other branch of farming 
will vield an income like this ?
